Staff Shortages Remain , Says Metro Board 


In Canada's mecca of the elderly, inflation 
and rising taxes are pushing many retired 
people in Greater Victoria towards poverty. 

They have been called members of the 
Grey Group — the average Senior citizens who 
are neither wealthy nor destitute and whose 
retirement plans made a few years ago should 
have allowed them to live out their days in 
modest cbmfort. 

But now many of them have had to sell 
their small homes because of spiralling real 
estate tax bills. Many have to do without jam 
on their toast or trips to visit their children. 

The future, once full of the promise of 
contentment, is now uncertain and discourag¬ 
ing. Theirs is the dawning, not of the Age of 
Aquarius, but of the Grey 70s. 

In a four-part series beginning Thursday 
Colonist reporter Don Collins examines the 
Grey Group and what rising costa are doing to 
fixed retirement incomes. 


The Greater Victoria 
Metropolitan Board of 
Health decided Tuesday 
to send a letter to B.C.

Bay and Esquimau to the 
outside areas staffed by the 
provincial civil service com¬ 
mission,*’ the letter states. 

“Regionalization of health 
services will not in any way 
alleviate our problems unless 
additional staff are made 
available to maintain existing 
health services required under 
the Health Act, provincial 
regulations and local bylaws." 


Pension Going Up 
Croll Predicts 


TORONTO (CP) — Liberal Senator David 
Croll said Tuesday he expects Finance Minister 
Edgar Benson to announce an increase in the old 
age pension when he unveils his budget Thursday. 

Croll, head of the Senate poverty committee, 
said the Increase would give pensioners a mini¬ 
mum income of $1,500 annually compared with the 
present $1,838-92.

Punctured Eardrum 
Open Door to Germs 


By Ci. C. THOSTESON, Ml) 

Dear Dr. Thosteton: Can 
you tell If you have punctured 
an ear drum while blowing 
your nose? If tt were punc¬ 
tured, is there any danger, 
especially in swimming?— 
A.R. 

It is most unlikely that a 
drum would be punctured in 
this way, or that you would be 
able to know it. A punctured 
ear drum Is best detected 
through direct Inspection by a 
physician using a suitable 
instrument. 

If a drum is punctured, the 
essential danger Is that Infec¬ 
tion may get into the middle 
ear. This danger is vastly 
greater if water geterinto the 
ear, whether from swimming 
or taking a shower or any 
other fashion.

When a puncture occurs, If 
infection is not present, and 
can be kept out, the drum 
may heal by Itself. In some 
cases surgery is advisable to 
close the puncture.

There Is no reason why a 
person cannot stop taking 
Iwrmones, if the need for 
l hem Is past. However, since 
your hot flashes have re¬ 
turned, I don’t see why you 
don't resume the hormones. 
They should be taken in a 
cyclic fashion as 21 to 25 days 
of a month, omitting five to 
seven days. Often mild 
tranquilizers or a sedative 
also will oontrol your symp¬ 
toms. 


Note to Mrs. A.A.B.: You 
are absolutely right. Fruit- 
flavored drinks are no substi¬ 
tute for milk In a child's diet.

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Hanoi Strategy Successful 


N OW THAT THE GOVERNMENT in Laos finds 
itself outmanoeuvred in the field by the 
North Vietnamese invaders, and its military 
strength so dissipated that it would find it difficult 
to meet with any hope of success a thrust in 
strength In an area of enemy choosing, it will be 
receptive to the armistice overtures from Hanoi. 

And because for them there is really no 
alternative, the United States appears ready to 
comply with the North Vietnamese proposals. 

There should be no misunderstanding of the 
position. In spite of the Americans’ cautious 
acceptance of the truce plan as •‘interesting" its 
terms almost certainly will be extremely distaste¬ 
ful. And when they say with a show of enthusiasm 
that they are all In favor of the Laotians settling 
their differences among themselves, they know 
very well that the decision will be between 
Vientiane and Hanoi, and that Hanoi has the 
initiative. ' 

President Nixon wants no deeper Involvement 
in Laos. Congress would not tolerate It; and If it 
did the reaction of the public would be predictably 
hostile. 

So Washington must make the best of the 
situation, surrendering the role of responsibility for 
maintaining the Laotian rightist-neutralist 
administration so that the government can bargain 
with Hanoi. It is Hanoi, of course, and not the 
Communist-inspired Pathet Lao, which will do the 
bargaining and which will be the real voice of the 


left in any provisional government that may be set 
up. 

Hanoi's price for a cease-fire—or whatever it 
is called at this point—is likely to be much more 
than representation in the coalition it envisions. 

The North Vietnamese almost certainly will 
demand an undertaking that all bombing opera¬ 
tions cease forthwith on Laotian territory. That 
would make the Ho Chi Minh trail immediately 
immune from United States air attack and vastly 
increase its tactical value. For it would allow an 
uninterrupted flow of men and materiel into the 
war zone of South Vietnam and seriously shake 
Saigon’s morale. It would allow the North 
Vietnamese to strike before the "Vietnamization” 
of the defending forces is completed and frustrate 
President Nixon's plan for soled withdrawal. It 
could be, in fact, disastrous. 

Politically, the North Vietnamese were on 
very delicate ground as long as they were pursuing 
an offensive In Laos. They must hr been aware 
that, had they pushed too far, the world might 
have Justified the Intervention of foreign forces to 
save the kingdom. 

Now, however, they can take a bow to the 
galleries while they hold out the offer of truce and 
compromise. 

But far from simplifying the situation in Indo¬ 
china generally, the outcome may very well 
complicate it by reason of the effect a settlement in 
Laos may have on South Vietnam. Suddenly, the 
United States and the government at Saigon are in 
a very vulnerable position.

Inadequate Health Protection I Canadian Uranium 


T OOKING AFTER HEALTH NEEDS In Van- 
L cotjver Island’s wide districts Is difficult. But 
the'central Island board of health is finding that 
the attitude of the provincial government is 
makirtg its work more of a problem. 

Port Albemi’s Aid. George McKnight has 
announced that there will be an emergency 
meeting of the board in Nanaimo on Thursday to 
discuss the duties of its health inspectors. 

Apparently there are only four inspectors to 
cover an area stretching from Nanaimo to 
Ucluelet. And despite pleas to Health Minister 
Ralph Loffmark, there is little chance that the 
board will be given sufficient money to employ 
more men. 

Aid. McKnight says that for 2 Vo years the 
board has asked for help but so far'it has been 
unsuccessful because the minister has said there is 
Jiq money available. 

It may be that while there is no serious 
epidemic on the Island, the government may feel 
that all is well in the various communities. Perhaps 
we have been lucky. As Aid. McKnight points out 
there are 1,200 eating places in the central area 
which should be inspected. The Health Act says 
they must be Inspected twice a year. But how are 
four inspectors going to carry out those visits in 
addition to other duties they must perform? 


W ashing ton Calling 


In fact, the health board, when It meets on 
Thursday, will be drawing up a list of priority jobs 
for the Inspectors and that move implies that some 
duties are going to suffer at the expense of 
others. ‘ 

Perhaps Mr. Loffmark should re-examine his 
attitude toward helpfng the various Island health 
units. It may be difficult to find sufficient money 
to provide more health inspectors, but the need 
cannot be ignored There is no use in waiting until 
serious illness hits these areas. That would prove 
more expensive in the long run.

A TRAINING CENTRE at which Victoria fire- 
men could be given practical experience in 
fighting simulated fires under conditions that 
would be encountered in real fires is described as

Had the attempted assassination of Archbishop Makarios, 
president of Cyprus, come 10 years ago the immediate result 
would have been a bloody upsurge in the warfare between 
Greek ar.d Turkish Cypriots. As it was, Cypriot police, the 
Greek majority and the Turkish minority assumed at once it 
was a case of Greek shooting upon Greek on this 
Mediterranean island which is destined to know no peace. 

Its source goes back 100 years with the end of Turkish 
rule, but more immediately to a year ago. On May 7, 1969, a 
new Cypriot underground group favoring enosis (union with 
Greece) distributed leaflets in the capital of Nicosia rejecting 
"hybrid solutions" for the Cyprus problem and declaring it 
would "not hesitate to strike the government itself.” 

Even before this direct 'threat against the government, 
violence already had erupted in the bitterly divided, Greek 
against Greek, sentiment between Cypriot Independence and 
union with Grece. 

In March, 1969, gunmen wounded the Nicosia police chief. 
In July, unidentified assailants shot and killed the deputy 
commander of police force reservists. In that same month a 
time bomb exploded in the House of Representatives. 
Anonymous telephone calls and leaflets threatened govern¬ 
ment ministers. 
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Douglas-Home writes: 

“One of the main principles 
of the guidelines is that under 
certain circumstances during 
an emergency in Europe there 
will not be time for political 
decisions to be taken about 
initiating the use of nuclear 
weapons."

Makarios denounced the terrorists as traitors. Behind 
Makanos himself there was a record of violence, first in his 
campaign for independence from Britain and then against the 
island's Turkish minority who not only opposed union with 
Greece but also demanded partition of the island between 
some 465,000 Greek and 103,000 Turks. 

In the intervening years, Makarios's own ardor for enosis 
had cooled. After a 1968 conference with Greek premier 
George Papadopoulos in Athens he declared that while enosis 
remained the wish of Green Cypriots, what is desirable is not 
always achievable. 

Greece and Turkey, allies in NATO, nearly went to war 
over Cyprus in 1967 and since then the enosis issue quietly 
has been dropped by most Greek Cypriots. In a climate of 
Improving relations, Greek and Turkish government 
representatives have been searching for the last year and a 
half for a solution to the seemingly insoluble problem of 
Cyprus. 

Among those refusing to give up the dream of enosis are 
two names well known on Cyprus. They are Col. George 
Grivas, a lender in the fight against Britain, and former 
defence and interior minister Polycarpos Georghlades, also 
associated with vi dence in the past. A Greek military court 
accused Georghlades of supplying the explosives in a 1968 
assassination attempt against Papadopoulos. 

Whatever may be their dreams, enosis today is 
impossible. Neither Greece nor Turkey wants a war over 
Cyprus.

That gourmet’* delight and 
sportsman's prize — the 
Atlantic salmon — is boiling 
the normally placid waters 
between Britain and Den¬ 
mark. 

The historically friendly 
nation* last week exchanged 
notes on the prime ministerial 
level about salmon. The 
British, backed by 13 other 
North Atla ntic fishing 
countries, formally asked the 
Danes to ban high sea catches 
of salmon by their trawlers 
for 10 years. The Danes 
refused, as they have for a 
year.

Since 1965 the high sea 
catch of salmon has risen 
from nothing to 910 tons off 
Greenland and Norway In 1958 
— more than 10 per cent of 
the total Atlantic salmon 
catch. Figures for 1969 are 
expected to show an even 
greater high sea catch, 
perhaps double the previous 
year's. 

On the other hand, the 
Scottish catch in 1968 fell 25 
per cent from 1967 and may 
have dropped even further In 
1969. 

This has made Scotsmen 
furious. 

The British ministry of 
fisheries shuns the statistical 
argument, preferring to 
emphasize the "grave” risk of 
intruding on the salmon's 


The Danes are also angry. 
They Resent being tagged the 
bad boys of the salmon 
controversy. Not only they but 
the Swedes and the West 
Germans voted last year 
against the ban at meetjngs of 
the 17-nation North Atlantic 
fisheries groups. 

These three objecting 
nations have solved a similar 
problem in the Baltic sea 
without a ban, and the Danes 
say they are willing to 
consider lesser Baltic-like 
limitations for the salmon. 


Where they went at sea was 
long one of nature's great 
secrets. But within the last 
decade, the other ends of their 
migratory voyages were found 
off western Greenland, 
near the Faroe Islands (both 
allied to Denmark) and 
around the Lofoten Islands in 
Arctic Norway.

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Sunday Pro Sport Still Banned in U.K. 


By ROBIN JEFFREY 

BRIGHTON - In Edin¬ 
burgh in 1951 I can remember 
seeing a policeman tell a 
father and his two sons to 
leave a public park where 
they were playing cricket. It 
was Sunday, and in Scotland 
in those days, not even family 
cricket was permitted on the 
Sabbath. The day was kept as 
strictly aa toe crown jewels. 

British attitudes to many 
things have changed radically 
in the last 19 years. Indeed, 
even Victoria, B.C., always 
reputed to be more Britiih 
than the British, has relaxed 
its ban on Sunday entertain¬ 
ment. But in Britain, 
a d m ission-charglng Sunday 
•port is still illegal. 


Moreover, a private 
member's bill to legalize 
professional Sunday sport, 
introduced in the House of 
Commons this session, does 
not appear likely to get 
beyond the committee stage. 

But professional Sunday 
sport is one of the few things 
that is illegal in Britain on a 
Sunday (or any other day, for 
that matter). 

For example, on a Sunday 
afternoon in Brighton, you can 
go to the movies or ice- 
skating. You can play bingo 
or go into a carpeted, amuse¬ 
ment palace (with padded 
seats)' and play the slot 
machines. Or you can pay 
sixpence to walk on the pier, 
where you can play more 


machines or peek into the 
what-the-butler-saw machine*. 
News agents and candy shops 
are open, as well as res¬ 
taurants. 

Tose in favor of Sunday 
sport point out that it would 
help third and fourth division 
•oeaar team 8 by allowing 
them to avoid conflicts of 
fixtures with first-division 
neighbors. 

Cricketers, who, it must be 
remembered, play the greater 
part of their matches on 
weekday afternoons, sec 
Sunday sport as an opportun- 
ity to draw two large crowds 
a week, instead of only one on 
Saturdays. 

The professional rugby 
league already has somp 


Sunday fixtures. It gets 
around the present law by 
selling programs rather than 
tickets. 

Finally, everyone connected 
with horseracing has treated 
the idea of Sunday cards 
enthusiastically. 

Lord Wigg, chairman of the 
Levy Board which controls 
betting and bookmaking, has 
said the bill to legalize Sunday 
sport is "a dead duck." at 
least for this session of 
parliament. 

Lord Wigg, however, is 
disappointed. He is one of the 
snthuziuts, 

"Wc are fast becoming a 
loisure slate," he has said, 
"and the major cause* of 
disturbances by the young is 


boredom. I would rather see 
them putting money on race* 
horses on Sunday than putting 
ball-bearings under police 
horses.” > 

Only one athletic organiza¬ 
tion gave the Sunday sport 
idea a cool reception when it 
was discussed last year. That 
was the Arsenal football 
team. A w e a 11 y , well- 
established club, Arsenal said 
it wasn’t interested In playing 
on Sundays, and if the law 
were changed, Arsenal would 
not set Sunday fixtures, 
Arsenal, then, is one of the 
few clubs that will not be 
disappointed by the delay, for 
at feast another year, of what 
appears to be an inevitable 
piece of legislation.

Thieves ‘Tape’ New Caper

Thieves are known to keep up 
with the latest fads, which 
explains why the tape cassette 
has become the item most often 
reported stolen in Victoria in 
recent months. 

* ★ * 

For those who don’t keep up 
with fads, the tape cassette is 
that little black box-like affair 
that can be inserted easily into 
tape players in cars to provide 
music of the motorist’s own 
choice while he drives. 

The trouble is that tape 


cassettes can be removed 
almost as easily as they can be 
inserted. And the players aren't 
too difficult to get at, either, 
police point out. 

Victoria Detective - Inspector 
William Andrews said Tuesday 
many people are inviting thefts 
of cassettes and other items by 
leaving their cars open, but in 
most such robberies, the thief 
breaks into the car by smashing 
a window. 

The solution involves hot only 
locking the car, but also making 
sure no valuables are left in it. 


Leaving such items behind, said 
Andrews, "is just an invitation 
to break in.” 

Why are cassettes so popular 
with thieves? 

★ * ★ 

They are easy to steal and 
easy for thieves to sell, giving 
the robber money for narcotics 
or whatever else he wants and 
can fit into his criminally- 
obtained budget, polic say. 

Police do not think anyone 
would go to the trouble of 
stealing cassettes just because 
he has a musical ear. 


A Saanich scientist who has 
spoken out on the need for

' 'One of the things I hope will 
come out of this is the 
possibility of a path all along 
the stream so people can hike to 
Elk and Beaver Lakes and the 
whole system will then be 
available.” 

Ebell said he thought 
activities such as public clean¬ 
ups of the creek that had been 
organized by students had en¬ 
couraged council to assign large 
amounts of money to the 
creek’s protection. 

"I would certainly give the 
mayor and council full credit 
for wanting to do something 
about it, but this (public action) 
has given the support they 
needed,” he said. 

"Otherwise, it probably would 
have been something that would 
1 have been forever put off. I was 
, afraid that maybe people would 
' lose interest in it and the; 
municipality would let It drop.”

I Hie tree physiologist said he

Cralgflower Creek, a stream 
which is still in an almost rural

Unless strips of natural cover 
are left along small streams, 
excessive sunlight, higher 
nutrient levels and increased 
runoff and general erosion will 
raise the water temperature 
and kill fish. Increase the 


amount of algae and siltatlon In 
the creek and generally destroy 
the watercourse. 

Ebell said Bowker Creek, 
which has been described by 
many as an open sewer, is an 
example of what will happen to 
Craigflower Creek if it is not 
protected as Colquitz should 
now be.

Harbor Project Ready for Council

Revised plans for a 
51,000,000 Canadian Pacific 
Inner Harbor development 
may be presented to Victoria 
city council Thursday in 
response to opposition to the 
original proposal from various 
city officials.

A city spokesman said 
concern had been expressed 
over the possible lack of 
quality in the original project 
announced last year by 
C anadian Pacific affiliates 


Marathon Realty and B.C. 
Coast Steamship Service. 

David Mooney, Marathon 
Realty manager said Tuesday 
the replanned development 
would b e completed this 
summer. 

"There has been pretty 
grave concern that Canadian 
Pacific might just put up a 
bunch of shacks,” the city 
spokesman said. 

But Mooney said the 
development as it is now 
planned will enhance the 
entire Inner Harbor area.—- 


Details of the original plan 
were spelled out by Mooney 
last year. 

Located on Belleville Street, 
the project would include a 
variety of tourist attractions 
and specialty shops. The plan 
also included provision of a 
large shopping area, a seafood 
restaurant, a dance pavilion 
and a transportation centre. 

★ A * 

The latter was to include 
facilities for ships, float 
planes, hydrofoils and possibly 
hovercraft. 


According to the plan, the 
CPR w h arf where the 
Princess Marguerite now ties 
up was to be cleared and 
turned into a marina. 

The ferry would dock at 
new facilities to be built at 
the foot of Oswego. 

"Everything is going as 
planned, and we will be ready 
for the tourist season," said 
Mooney Tuesday. 

Asked If the city hSd 
opposed the original plan, he 
said there had been some 
questions as to the layout of 


the plan, but not the context. 

"We are now in complete 
agreement, and some changes 
were made which will prob¬ 
ably come before city council 
this week.”

Neither Mooney nor Victoria 
City Hall sources would say 
what the changes were. 

Mooney said most of the 
buildings for the 10-acre site 
between Belleville and the 
Inner Harbor were being 
prefabricated and pre- 
assembled. 


"That's why you don’t see 
anything going un ritfit now,” 
he added. 

An additional plan for an 
undersea restaurant and a 150- 
foot tower, Mooney said, had 
been abandoned. 

“Last year's newspaper 
reports stated we would 
definitely go ahead with that 
plan, but in fact we were only 
considering it at the time. 

"We have now decided that 
it wouldn’t be in harmony 
with the rest of the Inner 
Harbor development.”

Fitting Season 


The city of Victoria has 
been overcharging the 
Greater Victoria public 
library by between 200 and 
300 per cent for services 
performed by the city for the 
library, a consultant’s study 
of library operations released 
Tuesday has concluded. 

The city takes care of 
litfrary payroll calculations, 
accounts payable and purchas¬ 
ing. It also provides advice on 
insurance coverage and labor 
and legal matters. 

The report, prepared by 
Woods. Gordon and Co., said it 
has calculated that even with 
a 20 per cent allowance for 
unforeseen costs and a 25 per 
cent allowance for city hall 
overhead, the maximum cost 
of the work done would be 
515.000. 

"The above sum,” it said, 
"Is between 30 and 40 per cent 
of the service charge that is 
presently being levied by the 
city.” 

A A * 

The consultants did not 
recommend the Greater 
Victoria Library Board dis¬ 
continue its relationship with 
the city, but said: "We feel 
the board should negotiate 
with the city and arrive at a 
more equitable rate that 
would not be inflated by 
library programs which in¬ 
crease in cost without increas¬ 
ing city work. 

"Our experience has shown 
that there are very definite 
advantages in centralization 


and we would not suggest that 
the board drop the supporting 
services of the city." 

Although in releasing the 
report, the library board had 
made it clear the study had, 
at this stage, been accepted in 
principle only and many 
modifications would be made, 
this section is not in dispute. 

"The board has been con¬ 
cerned for a long time about 
the high cost of services 
supplied by the city," said 
Aid. Alan Newberry of 
Saanich, who is chairman of 
the board's survey and 
planning committee. 

* A A 

"This has been under dis¬ 
cussion for the past three or 
four years and we would 
certainly concur with the 
report's conclusion." 

The report said it would not 
be economical for the library 
to use a data centre, but 
suggested alternatives to the 
present system. 

"The city,” it said, "should 
provide the service for: (a) a 
flat fee such as 51.000 or 
51.200 per month, or (b) a fee 
based on physical counts. The 
latter would be a charge per 
employee, or per invoice, or 
per purchase requisition.” 

Aid. Peter Pollen, who 
represents Victoria on the 
Library Board, said he was 
certain “the city would be 
most receptive to a 
restructuring of an obviously 
out-of-date service formula". 


"The city certainly can't 
look on any of these opera¬ 
tions as a source of revenue," 
he said, "but simply as a 
service to the public. 

"I think it’s*just that no one 
ever gave it any thought 
before,” he said. "That's why 
this study was initiated.” 

Victoria Mayor Courtney 
Haddock end City Manager 
Dennis Young were not avail¬ 
able for comment.

Not Expected 

Cuthbert said this was one 
recommendation that' would 
probably not be implemented. 
The space for the proposed 
auditorium Would be in the 
area now filled by the young 
adults section and the offices 
of the chief librarian and 
secretary. 

Their offices would be 
transferred to the fourth floor 
where they could serve as a 
means of controlling access 
to the suggested Canadians 
and historical collection. 

"The library has some 
valuable rare books plus 
various books on Canadians.” 
the report said, suggesting 
they be combined and 
separated from the general 
collections "It should be 
possible to keep all of the 
library’s collections of special 
periodicals in this area." 

Rending Area 

The management consult¬ 
ants, Woods, Gordon and Co. 
of Vancouver, took note of the 
fact that thost periodicals are 
read for general interest even 
though they are presently 
kept In the reference room, 
and suggested that "a reading 
area on the main floor” be 
established. 

The proposed reading room 
would be located In the 
corrkjor joining the present 
children’s section with the 
general circulation. This 
corridor would also be used 
“to display periodicals, paper¬ 
back books and newspapers.” 

The other major recom¬ 
mendation — that the refer¬ 
ence section toe fully opened to 
the public — would "require a 
change in layout so that some 
book stacks and study desks 
become mingled. It will also 
require a stair to the 
mezzanine.” 

The change would mean 
that "the staff should only 
provide information and 
reference service. It will also 


result in increased book usage 
when the public has a chance 
to see what is on the shelves.” 

Other r ecommendations 
are: 

• That the present 
cafeteria in the basement be 
replaced by coin operated 
machine for hot and cold 
drinks,

The report’s recommenda¬ 
tions will mean staff will 
decrease from 93 to 66, but 
board chairman Cuthbert aaid 
many of these have already 
left since an informal 
"freeze” was imposed on 
positions last fall. 

He said most of the cutback 
would come in the form of 
natural retirement, but part- 
time and restaurant staff 
would be dismissed. 

One Started 

One of the report recom¬ 
mendations, that of establish¬ 
ing “policy guidelines tar toe 
chief librarian," has already 
been beguii to be 
implemented, Cuthbert said. 

The report drew criticism 
from the Institute of Victoria 
Librarians before it was 
released. 

The Institute, an association

Paris designers, used to 
being treated like gods and 
goddesses operating in a 
stratosphere above ordinary 
mortals, deliberately create' 
an atrrioephere of a big- 
theatre opening during the 
twice-yearly collections. If it 
wasn’t such a physical 
liability, it could be one of the 
world's biggest jokes. 

As any foxy press agent 
knows, the oldest trick In the 
world is to invite hundreds of 
editors and then jam them 
into a tiny room that could 
comfortably seat 50. 

Physical squashing plays 
tricks on the psyche. 

Brainwashing 

After a few days of being 
crushed, shoved and pushed 
by desperate fellow editors 
who left their Emily Post 
manners at home, brain¬ 
washing sets in. A stampede 
like this in the United States 
would bring out the police, 
fire hoses and tear gas. But 
you get to thinking you’re the 
luckiest editor alive to be 
allowed into such a “holy” 
inner sanctum as a name 
fashion salon — and that the 
privilege of seeing the clothes 
is a special blessing from on 
high. 

Usually It isn't. 

The truth of the matter Is 
that the Paris fashion world is 
on shaky ground for two 
reasons: First, women don’t 
follow like a herd of sheep the 
dictates of "name” designers, 
no matter how powerful. 

Silly , Expensive 

And, second, women simply 
don’t want fashion 
obsolescence every six 
months. It's both silly and 
expensive. Besides, the con¬ 
temporary woman is interest¬ 
ed in world happenings — in 
addition to the clothes she 
puts on her back. 

Paris simply hasn't see the 
light. 

The designers treat most of 
the press like dirt but manage 
to garner headlines and 
prestigious space in the 
world's top newspapers and 
slickest magazines — no 
matter how ridiculous the 
fashion. 

Designers, whose names are 


situation. Salons, or saloons, 
are smoke-filled because the 
audience is nervous and puffs 
cigarettes endlessly.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — It 
seems the wife of Attorney- 
General John Mitchell offered 
to take to lunch a student who 
made the highest bid for the 
privilege during George Was- 
ington University's annua! 
auction to raise money for 
student aid programs. 

Now the student—a sopho¬ 
more in journalism—who sub¬ 
mitted the 5100 high bid says 
he’s having trouble claiming 
the prize. 

He envisioned it as a chance 
to interview Mrs. Mitchell, 
who has made a number of 
controversial comments about 
protesters and liberals in 
recent months. 

The winner of the Feb. 27 
auction was a 19-year-old, 
bearded journalism student, 
Jan Bridge of Richmond, Va. 
After he won he told the 
Washington Post, he was 
summoned once to the justice 
department to be questioned 
about why he wanted the 
interview. 

Bridge said he simply 
wanted to publish the inter¬ 
view as a way of getting 
started in a journalistic 
career. He denied any ulterior 
motives. 

Monday, he said he got 
another call from a justice 
official after the Washington 
Post asked about Bridge's 
troubles. Bridge said he was 
warned that If anything 
appeared In the Post about 
the matter, the interview was 
off. 

The Post published a front¬ 
page account Tuesday of the 
auction and Bridge’s atory of 
how he had not been able to 
get an appointment with Mrs. 
Mitchell. 


The justice department 
press office insisted there was 
no run-around; that an inter¬ 
view had been scheduled 
tentatively for April 10. 

The Post quoted Mrs. Mit¬ 
chell, "I granted an interview. 
I'm going to have it.” The 
newspaper said that when a 
reporter told her Bridge 
hoped to publish the Inter¬ 
view, Mrs. Mitchell said: 

"I didn’t know ... the 
conditions they gave me from 
the start were that it was for 
the sole benefit of the school. 
If I find out it's for publi¬ 
cation, then I'll have to 
investigate further."

In a report to the board, 
Whitbread said periodic medi¬ 
cal and laboratory examin¬ 
ations of food handlers had 
been tried by other countries 
in the past but had been found 
very unsatisfactory. 


The cost of mandatory 
medical examinations for 
people handling food would be 
prohibitive. Dr. J. L. M. 
Whitbread told a Greater 
Victoria Metropolitan Board 
of Health meeting Tuesday. 

Instead, the board decided 
to accept three recommen¬ 
dations which Whitbread had 
offered as alternatives to a 
compulsory examination pro¬ 
gram. 

To ensure good health 
standards in Greater 
Victoria's food establishments 
Including restaurants and food 
stores, the board decided 
that: 


• All food establishments 
be frequently inspected by 
public health inspectors. Such 
inspections to be made at 
least every four to six 
months. 

• Food e s tablishment 
managers and operators be 
required to have their staff 
undergo extensive medical 
examination at the first signs 
of illness. Sick leave should be 
granted to such employees if 
necessary. 

• Monthly courses be 
given to all new staff 
members employed by food 
handling establishments 
These courses would stress 


made frequently enough to 
offer real protection.” 

The best that could be done, 
he said, was to encourage 
workers to report disability 
and illness no matter how 
minor. Alt persons handling 
food should be encouraged to 
keep their fingernails clean, 
wash their hands after chang¬ 
ing garments, eating, drink¬ 
ing, smoking and visiting the 
toilet 

"Signs directing employees 
to wash hand* should be 
c o n s p i cuously posted in 
employee toilets and dressing 
rooms,’’ he said. 


To carry out tests on all 
food-handling staff, Larsen 
said, would be virtually 
impossible. He also said (he 
most common cause of illness 
resulting from eating in 
restaurants came from food 
itself and not from the staff. 


Saanich Aid. Kenneth Hill 
■asked at Tuesday’s health 
board meeting If food 
handlers shouldn’t at least be 
given a one-hour Indoctri¬ 
nation course before they 
started work, but Whitbread 
repeated that this approach 
wasn't very leasable. 

"The idea itself may sound 
useful, but it would have to 
embrace all sorts of pro¬ 
fessions. To pick out just the 
food handlers wouldn’t 
do.” 


"A person may be given a 
clean bill of health and a 
week later develop some 
communicable disease,” the 
report stated. 

“Such examinations give a 
false sense of security, and it 
is felt that they cannot be 


The recommendation to in- 
apeot food establishments at 
four to six-month intervals, 
Whitbread said, was more or 
less a continuation of the 
present policy. 

"We'U probably have to 
visit some establishments 
more often than we used to, 
hut by and large, we make 
regular inspections now.”

A plea that all food handlers 
be required to undergo medi¬ 
cal examinations was first 
made last week by former 
C entral Saanich alderman 
Charles Mallard at a meeting 
of Central Saanich council.

Haji HaSean, an occasional 
triumphant grin adding more 
wrinkles to his grizzled 73- 
year-old face, last saw his 
sister Khadijeh, then 8 years 
of age, as she was dragged 


away by the bandits who 
captured their whole family 
near Iran’s border with Russia 
in 1915. 

“I was with my father, 
mother, five brothers and 
Khadijeh, said Haji. “We 
were looking for good pasture 
in the plains of Sabzavar in 
eastern Iran when a group of 
bandits attacked our camel 
caravan. 

“We had no weapons to 
resist and they tot* us all 
captive and sent us to slave

Try Irish Snow 


With St Patrick’s Day lata 
than a week away it is time 
to start planning something 
special food wise for that day. 
Irish International Airlines 
has came up with some 
typical Irish recipes from the 
book A Taste of Ireland by 
Theodora Fitzglbbon, noted 
Irish cookery expert. 

PORTER CAKE 

Four and one-half cups 
sifted cake Dour, 244 cups 
brown sugar, 3 cups seedless 
raisins, 1 teaspoon bicarbon¬ 
ate of soda dissolved in warm 
Guinness, 4 eggs, 1 cup butter, 
1 cup glace cherries, 1 cup 
blanched chopped almonds, 1 
cup mixed chopped peel. 

One-half pint Guinness 
wanned, juice and grated rind 
of 1 lemon, pinch of mixed 
spice. 

Rub the butter into the flour 
and add all the other ingred¬ 
ients. Blend very well. Beat 
the eggs with the lukewarm 
Guinness and add the bi¬ 
carbonate of soda. 

Mix this very well into the 
dry cake mixture and turn 
into a greased and lined cake 
tin, measuring 9 inches in 
diameter and 3 inches high. It 
should be covered with a 
grease-proof paper and baked 
in a slow oven 200 to 250 
degrees for about 3 to 344 
hours, removing the paper for 
the last half hour. 

TEA BRACK 

Three cups sultanas, 2 1-3 
cups firmly packed brown 
sugar, 3 cups raisins. 3 cups 
tea or 144 cups tea and 144 
cups Irish whisky. 

Soak toe fruit and sugar in 
the tea or tea and whisky 
overnight. The next day add 
alternately 4 cups flcur and 3 
beaten eggs. If a spiced brack 
Is liked, add 3 teaspoons 
mixed spices. 

Turn into three greased loaf 
tins <8 Inches by 4 inches and 
3 inches high. Bake for 144 
hours in a moderate oven (300 
degrees). When cool, brush 
toe top with melted honey to 
give it a fine glaze. 

IRISH CHEESE CAKE 

Pastry — 6 heaped table¬ 
spoons flour, 3 heaped table¬ 
spoons butter, 1 tablespoon 
sugar, 44 teaspoon salt, water. 

Make the pastry by mixing 
the lat into the flour, sugar 
and salt to make a firm 
pliable dough with a few 
tablespoon water. Cool if 
possible before using. Roll out 
toe pastry to fit a flat tin 7 to 
8 inches across, line the tin 
with it and paint the bottom 
with beaten egg. This pre¬ 
vents the bottom pastry be¬ 
coming heavy. 

Filling — 2 cups cottage 
cheese, 2 eggs, separated, 2 
heaped tablespoons sugar 
(vanilla sugar if possible), 
grated peel and juice of 44 
lemon, 1 tablespoon butter. 

Mix toe cheese with the 
sugar, soft butter, grated 
peel, juice of the lemon and 
the beaten egg yolks. Beat it 
well, then add the stiffly- 
beaten egg whites.

kidnapped. She said she wag 
offered for sale a* a slave 
after her mother escaped, but 
because she was so young no 
one would buy her, and in toe 
end one of the bandits decided 
to keep her with his mother.

“I was hardly 13 when he 
married me,” she said, add¬ 
ing that although she had 
been satisfied with her life 
and was proud of her child¬ 
ren, she still regretted losing 
her family. 

Haji, delighted at his new 
nephews and nieces and his 
renewed contact with his 
sister, now 63 and her 72-year- 
old husband, has abandoned 
all thoughts of revenge. 

Honor, he had decided, has 
been satisfied.

PORT ALBERNI — Members of Vancouver Is¬ 
land West Coast Tribal Council expressed concern 
over a possibility that Indian land might be ex¬ 
propriated for the proposed west coast marine park. 


"Here were people probably 
honestly thinking that they 
were doing something 
beneficial to children and 
beneficial to teacher*." 


He described it as Pavlov'*

Another speaker was Dr. 
Morris Gibbons at Simon 
Fraser University. He said 
that teachers were working in 
a constantly changing 
environment. While Huxley 
looked into the future and it 
would not work, today’s 
teachers were In a position 
where it ^would have to be 
made to work. 


He felt the important thing 
In education was to explore— 
asking "why” rather than 
proving "what”. 

"The assumption is (hat the 
school is always successful,” 
he said. "It is the student that 
fails. In practice, the failure 
is the schools. It’s helpful to 
have someone else come in 
with a few ideas.” 


At a Port Albemi meeting 
Monday, they sought to define 
their position with representa¬ 
tives of the federal parks 
branch and the Indian affairs 
department who attended the 
talks. 

During the discussion, it 
was decided to start plans for 
a study which would estimate 
the value of reserve lands in 
the area. 

Although assured by R. W. 
Mislin, of the parks depart¬ 
ment, Ottawa, and Bill 
Mussell, special assistant to 
Indian Affairs Minister Jean 
Chretien that "expropriation 
ia the last thing the federal 
government wishes,” the rep¬ 
resentatives of 10 bands, 
seven of whom have reserves 
within the park boundaries, 
continually expressed a fear 
that they yould “get the short 
end of the stick.” 

Hie Nitinat band, with 
nearly 1,000 acres in the area, 
said it was "dead-set against 


selling any at the reserve. We 
will consider leasing the 
reserve lands, but have no 
intention of selling any of it.” 

Chief Arthur Peters of the 
Oh i ah is *akl his band has four 
reserves within the proposed 
boundaries. The largest was 
at Pachena Bay where the 
band had sp^it the last Hire* 
years in developing a camp¬ 
site and picnic ground. At a 
meeting in Pachena Bay Feb., 
12 band members voted to ask 
to have the proposed 
boundaries of the park moved 
to the far side of the reserve 


areas. 


Peters said "Ten years ago 
there was no road in to this 
area. Now we have a limited 
access road and have worked 
hard for improved access. 
Now, with its great potential, 
we could never exchange this 
land which is so valuable to 
us.** 


Bands Start Work 


Several band representa¬ 
tives expressed similar views. 
They said that a few years ago 
the land in question was 
almost inac4»ssible, the 
people isolated, visitors a 
rarity. Today, the West Coast 
area had opened up, the 
tourist potential was almost 
unlimited, and most of the 
Indian bands, if they had not 
already begun projects on 
their reserves, were well into 
the planning stage. 

Joe Frank of Clayoquot, 
whose band holds a reserve at 
the west end of Long Beach 
said: "We would never go so 
far as to let this land go. It is 
one of the best parts we own. 
We have just developed a new 
subdivision for our people 
there, and we have been 
discussing putting In an arts 
and crafta centre.” 

MisBn said that where 
bands owned more than one 
reserve in the area, the 
possibility had been discussed 
that there might be an 
exchange of land, of either 
.equivalent size or value, to 


give the band one large 
reserve In place of several 
small ones. 

"In fact, we are quite 
prepared to start ail over 
again on ideas for settlement. 
We don’t want to end up with 
the Indian people getting less 
than they deserve. It is in our 
own interests to give the 
Indians what they want, so 
they can develop it to ita full 
potential in the future” Mislin 
said. 

Asked if he meant that if 
the Indians developed their 
own land, it would not ba 
expropriated, Mislin said:, 
"That’s not quite what I said. 
We must explore every avail¬ 
able alternative. 

"In view at the amount of 
Indian reserve land involved, 
we have not said ‘go abaad 
and get the land’. We have 
said we will meet and try to 
work it out.” 

"We still have no definite 
answer on expropriation. No 
one has said the government 
will or tt won’t,” Peters told 
the parks official. 


‘Don’t Go Too Fast’ 


Asked how long this attitude 
on working out the problem 
would prevail, Mielin replied: 
"Hopefully, until we get 
agreement.”

‘Killers 
Fare 
Better’ 


TORONTO (CP) - The 
Canadian Civil liberties Associ¬ 
ation says welfare recipients 
are treated worse than 
murderers and robbers. 

A brief presented to John 
Yaremkb, Ontario minister of 
family and social services, 
says: 

* * * 

"A person suspected of the 
most Ijelnous crime claims 
greater protection than the 
indigent on welfare." 

The brief cited cases of 
welfare inspectors barging Into 
homes late at night to check on 
a recipient's sexual relation¬ 
ships and people going hungry 
because they were not aware of 
welfare benefits. 


OTTAWA (CP) — The lawyer 
for Vancouver's underground 
newspaper asked the special Se¬ 
nate committee on mass media 
Tuesday to recommend repeal 
of Canada's obscenity and crim¬ 
inal libel laws. 

John Laxton, counsel for the 
Georgia Straight, said the au¬ 
thorities have been using libel 
and criminal laws to stifle dis- 
s e n t in underground news¬ 
papers. They ought to have the 
“unfettered right” to express 
themselves. 

Laxton, summing up at the 
end of a day-long appearance 
b y long-haired underground 
press editors, said the hope for 
Canada lies in the underground 
press and other dissenters who 
challenge society’s ways. 

The committee had the power 
to “make a clear statement" on 
the issue and try to remove the 


laws which were abused by the 
authorities. He felt civil libel 
suits—not criminal—were ade¬ 
quate to handle any abuses by 
the underground press and oth¬ 
ers. 

The underground editors 
joined Laxton in his charge 
that legal authorities abuse the 
process of law to harass the un¬ 
derground press. The intent of 
actions by police, prosecutors 
and civic officials was to sup¬ 
press the papers rather than to 
uphold the law. 

In Vancouver, Mayor Tom 
Campbell has bragged publicly 1 
that he would put the Georgia 
Straight out of business no mat¬ 
ter what, the commitee was 
| told. 

Laxton said the under¬ 
ground press wants the right to 
make fair criticism of society. 
Asked about “unfair criticism,” 


he said Canadian society is 
strong enough to stand some of 
that, too. 

Cataloguing a long list of 
court and civic actions against 
the Georgia Straight In Vancou¬ 
ver and other British Columbia 
communities, Laxton said there 
has been "a frivolous use of the 
law—an abuse of the judicial 
process.” 

The mayor of Vancouver had 
said on television that he had 
considered placing charges 
under a street-vendor bylaw and 
then sitting in judgment on the 
case as magistrate, but he was 
advised against that, Lax¬ 
ton said. 

Representatives of other Cana¬ 
dian underground newspapers 
from Ottawa, Kingston and Tor¬ 
onto gave comparable instances 
of what they said was harass¬ 
ment.

In my last column on tobcs we dealt 
with the question on WHEN to buy and 
plant your bushes. The next Item on the 
agenda is to decide WHERE we shall 
plant them, and there Is more to this 
than meets the eye 

For one thing, I don't care much for 
the idea of tucking the' odd rose bush 
here and there in a flower bed among 
the peonies and Delphiniums and other 
herbaceous perennials, for roses are 
anti-social creatures and prefer to keep 
themselves to themselves — snooty is 
probably the word for them. 

★ ★ ★ 

There are exceptions, of course. The 
ipteles and the shrub roses are 
perfectly at home in any spot where 
you would plant any other flowering 
shrub — more about this later — but 
for the usual hybrid teas and flori- 
bundas, the ideal way is to establish a 
special rose bed. 

There are good reasons for Ibis 
apparent snobbishness, for the feeding, 
spraying and pruning program for roses 
Is quite different from other plants. 
Even their soil requirements are 
different. 

The rose is known as a “dirty 
feeder,’’ with an insatiable appetite for 
old rotted manure, and when planted in 
among herbaceous perennials, their 


pockets of good stuff are promptly 
invaded by the roots of every gate¬ 
crasher in the bed. Moreover, the other 
plants grow too lush and leafy when 
sharing such rich fare. 

Plenty of sunshine is a must for your 
proposed rose site. Roses will make 
Jairly good growth in light or partial 
shade, and may even bloom fairly well 
the first year after planting, but without 
lota of sunshine to ripen their wood and 
pack their internal cells full of stored 
nutrients, the flowers will be poor and 
sparse the second year, and the whole 
plant goes steadily downhill thereafter. 

Here again, there are a few 
exceptions that prove the rule. There are 
a few climbing roses, notably the pale 
yellow Mermaid, which will grow and 
bloom quite satisfactorily on a north 
wall. 

★ ★ * 

One common error is to select a 
sheltered spot for your roses. While 
some of the ancestors of our modern 
rose came from Persia and the warm 
islands of the eastern Mediterranean, 
this blood is intermingled with that of 
the roses from the cold, windswept area 
of north China, and over the years our 
garden varieties have developed con¬ 
siderable hardiness. 

In our climate, roses need no 
protection from winter hardship; more 


over, what appears to be a cosy sun- 
trap site will often turn out to be TOO 
sheltered, with poor circulation of air 
and wind through the branches and 
leavpR and around and between the 
bushes. 

Roses planted in an angle of a fence 
or house wall, or right up against a 
house foundation, or In the close shelter 
of a hedge, will almost always suffer 
from this |x»r air circulation. In such 
pockets where there i a little air 
movement, ttie plants will almost 
always come down with the most 
appalling doses pf mildew. 

* ★ ★ 

I don't think you can beat a sit* 
right out in the open. In full sun all day 
and exposed to all the elements. Insect 
pests are fewer — I think a lot of 
aphids and thrips get blown away — 
and growth is hard and woody. The 
leaves are tough and leathery, unap¬ 
petizing to bugs and resistant to disease 
spores. 

While roses need plenty of air 
movement, then, they don't care much 
for a site in a narrow passage between 
houses, or between the house and a 
fence. Such a spot Is usually a drafty 
wind-tartnel, and while roses don't mind 
a-hit of wind right out in the open, they 
don’t enjoy a steady draft blowing down 
the hacks of their necks.

es Remain, Says Metro Board 


In Canada’s mecca of the elderly, inflation 
and rising taxes are pushing many retired 
people in Greater Victoria towards poverty. 

They have been called members of the 
Grey Group — the average senior citizens who 
are neither wealthy nor destitute and whose 
retirement plans made a few years ago should 
have allowed them to live out their days in 
modest comfort. 

But now many of them have had to sell 
their small homes because of spiralling real 
estate tax bills. Many have to do without jam 
on their toast or trips to visit their children. 

The future, once full of the promise of 
contentment, is now uncertain and discourag¬ 
ing. Theirs is ttye dawning, not of the Age of 
Aquarius, but of the Grey 70s. 

In a four-part series beginning Thursday 
Colonist reporter Don Collins examines the 
Grey Group and what rising costs are doing to 
fixed retirement incomes.

Sunday Pro Sport Still Banned in U.K. 


By ROBIN JEFFREY 

BRIGHTON — In Edin¬ 
burgh in 19611 can remember 
seeing a policeman tell a 
father and hia tow sons to 
leave a public park where 
they were playing cricket. It 
was Sunday, and in Scotland 
in those days, not even family 
cricket was permitted on the 
Sabbath. The day waa kept as 
strictly as te crow jnewels. 

British attitudes to many 
things have changed radically 
in the last 19 years. Indeed, 
even Victoria, B.C., always 
reputed to be more British 
than the British, as relaxed 
its ban on Sunday entertain¬ 
ment. But in Britain, 
a d m ission-charging Sunday 
•port ia still illegal. 


Moreover, a private 
member’s bill to legalize 
professional Sunday sport, 
introduced in the House of 
Commons this session, does 
not appear likely to get 
beyond the committee stage. 

But professional Sunday 
sport ia one of the few things 
that is illegal in Britain on a 
Sunday (or any oter day, for 
that matter). 

For example, on a Sunday 
afternoon in Brighton, you can 
go to the movies ice- 
skating. You can play bingo 
or go into a carpeted amuse¬ 
ment palace (with padded 
seats) and play -toe slot 
machines. Or you can - pay 
sixpence to walk on the pier, 
where you can play more 


machines or peek into the 
what-the-butier-saw machines. 
News agents and candy shops 
are open, as well as rest¬ 
aurants. 

Tose in favor of Sunday 
sport point out that it would 
help third and fourth division 
soccer teams by allowing 
tern to avoid conflicts of 
fixtures with first-division 
neighbors. 

Cricketers, who, it must be 
remembered, play the greater 
part ‘of their matces on 
weekday afternoons, see 
Sunday sport as an opportun¬ 
ity to draw two large crowds 
a week. Instead of only one on 
Sundays. 

The professional rugby 
league already fla6 some 


Sunday fixtures. It gets 
around the present law by 
selling programs rather than 
tickets. 

Finally, everyone connected 
with horseracing has treated 
the idea of Sunday cards 
entU8iaatically. 

Lord Wigg, cairman of the 
Levy Board which controls 
betting and bookmaking, has 
said te bill to legalize Sunday 
sport is "a dead duck," at 
least far this session of 
parliament. 

Lord Wigg, however. Is 
disappointed. He is one of the 
enthusiasts. 

"We are fast beaming a 
leisure state,” he has said, 
“and the major xause of 
disturbances by te young is 


boredom. I would rather see 
them putting money on race¬ 
horses on Sunday than putting 
ball-bearings under police 
orses.” 

Only one athletic organiza¬ 
tion gave the Sunday sport 
idea a cool reception when it 
was discussed last year. That 
was the Arsenal football 
team. A w e a 11 y . well- 
established club, Arsenal said 
it wasn’t interested in playing" 
on Sundays, and if the law 
were changed, Arsenal would 
not set Sunday fixtures. 

Arsenal, then, is one of the 
few clubs that will not be 
sidappointed by te delay, for 
at least another year, of what 
appears to t» An Inevitable 
piece of legislation. —

equivalent size or value, to 


give the band one large 
reserve in place of several 
small ones. 

"In fact, we are quite 
prepared to start all over 
again on ideas for settlement. 
We don’t want to end up with 
the Indian people getting less 
than they deserve. It is in our 
own interests to give the 
Indians what they want, so 
they can develop it to It* toll 
potential in the future" Mislin 
said. 

Asked if he meant that if 
the Indians developed their 
own land, it would not be 
expropriated. Mislin said: 
"That's not quite what I said. 
We must explore every avail¬ 
able alternative. 

"In view of the amount of 
Indian reserve land involved, 
we have not said 'go ahead 
and get the land’. We have 
said we will meet and try to 
work It out.” 

"We still have no definite 
answer on expropriation. No 
one has said the government 
will or it won't,” Peters told 
the parks official.

Saanich Guideline 

Shopping-List’ 
Budget Passed 


Saanich council ap¬ 
proved a $23,400,000, 
five-year capital budget 
at a special meeting Mon¬ 
day night. 

Called a "shopping list" 
budget by Mayor Hugh Curtis, 
it will serve as a general 
guideline for the development 
of Saanich during the next 
five years. It can be reviewed 
and revised annually. 

Comptroller-Treasurer John 
Tribe said there would be no 
further approval by the muni¬ 
cipal affairs department for 
borrowing by the municipality 
until the budget is filed with 
the provincial government. 


The budget will get first 
readings at the next council 
meeting and final reading at 
the following meeting. 

Among budget item#: 

• 1500,000 for additional 
accommodation for general 
government. Tribe said a 
sketch for an annex to the 
municipal hall was made 
when it was built. “We should 
start planning," he said. "It 
looki aa if we’ll need more 
space but I can’t say how 
much or when." 

• 150,000 for additional 
accommodation of the fire 
department. A 1350.000 item 
for a new central fireball was 
removed In favor of an 
addition to No. 3 fireball. 

• $150,000 for expansion of 
police department accom- 
m edition. 

• $409,000 for expansion of 
municipal yard, including 
land. 

• $7,140,000 for roads. 

• $6,250,000 for sewers 
(debentures authorized). 

• $505,000 for Gordon Head 
Community Centre and swim¬ 
ming pool. ($470,000 already 
authorized, $35,000 to come 
from general revenue.) 

• $280,000 for construction 
of community centre at Cedar 
Hill Park. This includes 
equipment, and an additional 
figure of $ 10,000 is for future 
equipment. 


• $583,200 for municipal 
parks, including surveys and 
nursery. 

• $155,000 for Cedar Hilt 
Golf Course clubhouse and 
$95,000 for improvements. 

• $630,060 for Colquitz 
Creek land acquisition and 
$125,000 for development of 
creek. 

• $1,238,000 for drainage, 
including B o w k e r Creek, 
which might be improved over 
10 years instead of five. 

• $ 100,000 for purchase of 
a gravel pit. 

• $1,759,000 for water 
supply system: new equip¬ 
ment and vehicles, construc¬ 


tion and replacement and 
local improvements. 

Council also voted to go 
along with the other three 
municipalities of Greater Vic¬ 
toria in a Joint project for the 
1971 centennial year. 

The project has not been 
decided on but could be 
chosen from among such 
proposals as acquisition of 
buildings and parks (exclud¬ 
ing regional); acquisition of 
buildings of historical interest, 
including furniture; restora¬ 
tion of historical buildings; 
writing of books; composition 
of musical works; production 
of works of art such as 
paintings and sculpture.

Fresh statistics on both 
subjects are expected to be 
released after the budget. 

The comaiwner price index, 
based on 1961 prices equalling 
100 , rose three-tenths of a 
point to 128.2 in January and 
was 4.6 per cent higher than 
in January last year. 

The February index to be 
released late Friday, will 
probably show a further in¬ 
crease for the month.

The record of the last 10 
years shows unemployment 
has risen sharply between 
December and January, and 
more moderately between 
January and February in 
eight ot the 10 years.

To bring the board up to 
date in its staff requirements, 
a total of 26 additional 
employees are needed, 
according to a list attached to 
the letter. 

To fill the moat urgent 
need, the board requires at 
least 17 additional full-time 
employees plus the full-time 
services of five employees 
who are working part-time 
only, the list shows. 

At present, the board does 
not have an audiologist, a 
psychologist and a speech 
therapist. All are urgently 
needed, the letter states.

The board employs seven 
health inspectors, but It needs 
at least another three, prefer¬ 
ably five. Also needed, 
according to the letter, are 
seven more public health 
nurses, one more supervisor 
and four additional clerks.

Ravenous Mice Cut 
Devastating Swath

MELBOURNE (Reuters) — Millions of 
ravenous mice are carving a 500-mile-wide 
trail of destruction across Australia's rich 
wheat belt in the country's worst plague in 
living memory. 

One farmer in stricken western Victoria 
said Tuesday the squeaking army was sUII on 
the march, eating everything in its path. 

The mice have ravaged crops, grazing 
land, animal food stores, homes, lurniture, 
and gardeng — and even attacked people. 

Anne Smythe, a 24-year-old paralytic, was 
attacked in her bed at Ouyen, northwest of * 
here, and had to be treated for severe bites 


to both feet. Because her legs were paralysed 
she felt nothing when the mice bit her. 

Farmer* have adopted several methods 
to beat the advancing rodent hordes. One 
dangled a piece of bread over a deep hole 
until It was full at struggling mice and then 
buried them alive. 

Victoria state agriculture officials say the 
plague could spread to Melbourne as (be 
Australian winter approaches. 

Some parts of the lush farmland between 
Dubbo In New Sooth Wales td the Goulburn 
Valley in Victoria have been stripped bare, 
reports said. 

The mice already have eaten their way 
across Victoria’s cereal belt.

(AP) — An associate of Negro 
militant H. Rap Brown and a man whose identity 
remained a mystery were killed Tuesday by a bomb 
explosion that tore apart the car in which they were 
riding south of here. 
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Brown himself was nowhere 
to be found — not at home in 
New York City or here, where 
he is on trial an charges of 
arson and inciting to riot. 

But a medical examiner and 
Brown's lawyer, William M. 
Kunstler, said they did not 
believe the second dead man 
was Brown.

Reviaed plans (or a 
SI.000.000 Canadian Pacific 
Inner Harbor development 
may be presented to Victoria 
city council Thursday in 
response to opposition to the 
original proposal from various 
city officials.

The plan 
also included provision of a 
large shopping area, a seafood 
restaurant, a dance pavilion 
and a transportation centre.

"At no time has it been 
suggested that the project 
wouldn't go ahead,” Haddock 
said.

The city of Victoria has 
been overcharging the 
Greater Victoria public 
library by between 200 and 
300 per cent for services 
performed by the city for the 
library, a consultant's study 
of library operations released 
Tuesday has concluded. 

The city takes care of 
library payroll calculations, 
accounts payable and purchas¬ 
ing. It also provides advice on 
insurance coverage and labor 
and legal matters. 

The report, prepared by 
Woods, Gordon and Co., said it 
has calculated that even with 
a 20 per cent allowance for 
unforeseen costs and a 25 per 
cent allowance for city hail 
overhead, the maximum cost 
of the work done would be 
$15,000. 

“The above sum,” it said, 
“is lietween 30 and 40 per cent 
of the service charge that is 
presently being levied by the 
city.” 


"The city certainly can't 
look on any of these opera¬ 
tions as a source of revenue," 
he said, "but simply as a 
service to the public. 

"I think it's just that no one 
ever gave it any thought 
before,” he said. “That’s why 
this study was initiated." 

Victoria Mayor Courtney 
Haddock and City Manager 
Dennis Young were not avail¬ 
able for comment.

A streamlining of Greater 
Victoria Public Library 
operating procedures that 
could result in savings of 
more than $1,000,000 over the 
next 10 years has been 
recommended in a manage¬ 
ment consultants' study of 
library operations, made 
public Tuesday. 

Principal recommendations 
are the establishment of an 
auditorium on the second 
floor; of a Canadian and 
historical collection on the 
fourth floor; of a reading 


room for periodicals of 
general Interest; and com¬ 
plete opening of the reference 
section to the public. 

In releasing the report. 
Arthur Cuthbert, chairman of 
the Greater Victoria Library 
Board, stressed that the study 
had been "accepted in 
principle, but wilt have mod¬ 
ifications made to it.” 

"An auditorium, if properly 
promoted." said the report, 
"can be a great asset in 
presenting activities that will 
attract new people into the 
library, In addition, it can be 
a source of revenue, for most 
activities should be carried 
out by non-library staff who 
should pay a fee." 

Not Expected 

Cuthbert said this was one 
recommendation that would 
probably not be implemented. 
The space for the proposed 
auditorium would be in the 
area now filled by the young 
adults section and the offices 
of the chief librarian and 
secretary. 

Their offices would be 
transferred to the fourth floor 
where they could serve as a 
means of controlling access 
to the suggested Canadians 
and historical collection. 

“The library has some 
valuable rare books plus 
various books on Canadians.” 
the report said, suggesting 
they be combined and 
separated from the general 
collections, “It should be 
possible to keep all of the 
library's collections of special 
periodicals in this area.”
